Trend Of World Trade 


WORLD TRADE IS ALWAYS a complex matter, and unsettled eco- 
nomic conditions abroad have caused much speculation as to the outcome 


of the present situation. 


Great Britain, always an important trading na- 


tion, has, because of the serious dollar shortage there, been forced to look 
more and more to those countries which are within the sterling area for 


the goods which she must import. 


Consequently in Canada, which is a 


“dollar country” there is some anxiety as to whether Britain will gontinue 
to buy the greater part of her imported food supplies here, or whether 
mich of this trade may be diverted to countries within the sterling area, 
There is reason for some concern over this matter, since theré are many 
indications that Britain intends to increase her purchases of food in those 
countries where the dollar shortage is not a consideration. 


It is believed that Australia may become one im-

portant competitor in supplying the British food 
Recently, Sir Henry Turner, of the United 
Kingdom Féod Ministry, commenting on discus- 


sions which has. taken place with the Australian government regarding 
large scale food production there, said that Australia could become “a vast 


granary for Britain and much of Europe.” The British colonial territories 
in Africa and other parts of the world are likewise increasing food produc- 
tion and may soon be in a position to send supplies to the United Kingdom. 
A plan to raise millions of pigs, to supply bacon to the British market, is 
now under way in Queensland, and it is also planned to sow large areas in 


suntiowers, from which oil can be obtained to make margarine, which is 


widely used in Britain, 


Pian Expansion 
in Australia 


There are also plans for great expansion in the 
production of meat and eggs in Australia. In East 
Africa arrangements are being made to raise vast 


crops of ground nuts, a source of fats and oils, 
and food production is being encouraged in other areas where dollars are 


not required for trade. 


At present the world food situation is such that 


there are markets for all that is produced, and we have recently been warn- 
ed that Canadians will be required to experince shortages in some things 
as a result of this country’s participation in the European Recovery Pro- 


gram. 


There is no doubt, however, but that the future is uncertain, and 


that in all probability there will be many adjustments in the pattern of 


world trade. 


It is to be hoped that Canada will not find markets for her 


farm products depleted as a result of this apparently. inevitable adjustment.

Wear something .on the head—un- 
less .you already have a good tan. 
This is particularly important for 
older persons. 

Yes, fan yourself, but be sure it is 
with a regular rhythm. Do not exert 
yourself. Take a lesson from those 
in the tropics: be as quiet as possible 
during the heat of the day. 

Gulping water by the gallon won’t 
cool a person. It is harmful to 
health. It forces the heart to do ex- 
tra pumping. 

An alcoholic drink is all right, if 
not too much is taken. 

Heavy food should be avoided. 
Food easily digested and with light 
caloric content is the best if you) 
want to stay cool. 

Let the perspiration pour out. If 
you're normal, you should perspire. 


It’s part of your body's normal elimi- |. 


nation process.

So therefore, refrain from talking 
about the weather.

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Dry Packing: Eggs which are to 
be kept for a short time only can be 
preserved by packing them in bran, 
shorts, oats, sawdust or salt. Great 
care must be taken to see that the 
packing material is perfectly dry 
and free from dust and odors. There 
is always danger of losing eggs by 
mould on the inside of the shell. If 
the packing material carries any 
oavr it will be absorbed by the eggs 
and render them undesirable for food. 

Salt, unless perfectly dry, has a 
tendency to cake and make it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to remove the 
eggs. The dampness may come from 
the eggs themselves, hence ‘this 


method of packing is not generally 
practiced. 

Lime Method: The lime solution is 
made by slaking three pounds of 
good quicklime in a small amount of 
water. Add the milk of the lime thus 
formed to three gallons of water. 
Keep the mixture well stirred for a 
day, then allow the excess of lime 
to settle and use only the clear liquid. 

Some people prefer to add salt to’ 
the mixture, using about % as much 
salt as lime, They claim that the 
eggs keep better and have a better 
flavor. This solution is extensively 
used, however, it is generally conced- 
ed that the lime solution requires 
more time and attention in prepara- 
tion, and the results are no better 
than when using water-glass. 

Water-Glass: Eggs preserved in 
water-glass will keep several months 
and can be used for all kinds of cook- 
ing—can be scrambled, fried or 
poached, but can not be boiled unless 
a hole is made in the large end of 
the egg with a pin or needle to per- 
mit the air to escape. The yolk, in 
water-glass preserved eggs, is liable 
to break easily and the white be- 
comes watery and does not beat up 
well. s 

When preserving in water-glass 
use a five-gallon crock or jar, being 
sure it is thoroughly clean and dry. 
Bring nine quarts of water to boiling 
point and, when cool, place it in the 
crock, Add one quart of water- 
glass (sodium silicate), and stir and 
mix thoroughly. Put in the eggs. 

This quantity will be enough for 
preserving 14 to 15 dozen eggs, which 
may be immersed in the solution all 
at one time or added as they ac- 
cumulate, 

Be sure that the solution is always 
at least two inches above the eggs 
at all times. Cover the crock to pre- 
vent evaporation.

Those are the main findings of a 
report just issued by Political and 
Economic Planning, an independent, 
non-party, fact-finding organization. 
It has been probing population 
trends since 1938. 

To counter’ these population pros- 
pects for Britain, the report suggest- 
ed adoption of a “population policy” 
by the government. This _ should 
strive to increase the average family 
to 2% children and create conditions 
where people will want, as well as 
be able, to have “four or five’’ chil- 
dren, 

The report predicted that Britain’s 
population of 45,000,000 will be down 
1,830,000 in 1970, At the same time 
that of western, central and north- 
ern Europe will be down by 9,000,- 
000, that of southern and eastern Eu- 
rope up by 27,000,000 and that of 
Russia up by 77,000,000. 

The report also suggested that in 
the next 20 years population growth 
would halt in Canada, Australia, the 
United States and among _ white 
South Africans. But it expects to 
continue “for several generations” in 
South America. 

The report said that migration of 
the young and vigorous to the Do- 
minions can only make Britain’s age 
structure still more disadvantageous. 
This could be prevented only if the 
Dominions accept “an appropriate 
percentage of those who are a burden 
on the community.” But prospects 
of other countries admitting a cross- 
section -of Britain’s population “are 
probably slight.” 

The report also found that the 
present increased birthrate in Bri- 
tain may well be a temporary conse- 
quence of the war. It expected num- 
bers n would cease to increase and 
tHe population of elderly people “will 
grow from year to year.” :

servicing of tractors. Mahy farmers 
would welcome such a service, but 
until it is available adjustments and 
minor repairs must be left to their 
own experience and ingenuity, There 
is a right way and a wrong way to 
service any tractor to increase its 
trouble-free life. 

Rain water or soft water should 
be used in the radiator. Lime de-} 
posits (scale) from hard water pre- 
vent the cooling water from coming 
into contact with the cylinder walls, 
causing excessive heating. Radiator 
passages will also be coated, pre- 
venting the water from being cooled 
by the fan, and may even prevent 
proper circulation through the radia- 
tor. 

If only hard water is available, the 
cooling system should be flushed pe- 
riodically with a reliable solvent. | 
Commercial compounds are available 
for the removal of scale. A rust pre- | 
ventive or a little soluble cil in the 
water will prolong radiator life and 
increase efficiency. 

Plugged Air Vents 

Another cause of overheating is 
the plugging of the radiator air vents 
by dirt. A screen will partially pro- 
tect the radiator, but it may be ne- 
cessary to blow it out occasionally 
with an air or water hose. Hose 
clamps and the fan belt should be 
kept tight. 

Because of dusty working condi- 
tions care must be taken to prevent 
dust from entering the cylinder head 
through the carbureter. If air enter- 
ing the cylinders is dust-laden ‘the 
d’r* sill cause excessive wear of the

pistons, rings, and cylinder walls— 
as owners of older type tractors will 
corroborate, Filtering of this air 
thus is a major need. 

In modern tractors the air has to 
pass through a bath of oil on its way 
to the carbureter, and the pump 
must not be allowed to become filled 
with dirt.. The air cleaner should be 
removed after at least every 300 
heurs of operation. Besides cleaning, 
the connections should be examined 
for leaks. 

Since the cap on the crankcase 
breather pipe is a small air cleaner, 
it also needs daily attention. Fre- 
quent washing in kerosene, followed 
by a dip in clean oil will keep it in 
good condition to do its job. 

The carbureter needle valve and 
seat should be examined, and replac- 
ed if worn. The float should be 
checked to see that it holds the fuel 
at the proper level. The fuel line 
should also be checked. It may be 
clogged with dust. 

The oil filter cartridge should be 
replaced as directed, also whenever 
the cylinder oil has a “‘sludgy” ap- 
pearance when changed. 

Valve Gap. Clearance 


Adjustment of valve gap clearance 
should be high on any list of periodic 
tractor checks, A thickness gauge, 
to check the gap clearance between 
the valve lifters and the ends of the 
valve stems, and gap clearance of 
spark plugs and breaker points in 
the distributor, should be in every 
tractor operator's tool box. 

When checking valve gap clearance 
make sure that the end of the push 
rod operating the rocker arm is on 
the heel of the cam during the check, 
thus producing the widest possible 
gap. Since each cylinder has two 
valves, it is possible to make sure the 
one to be checked for gap clearance 
is on the heel of the cam by seeing 
that the other valve is open. The 
correct clearance is given in the in- 
struction book. 

Too small a gap is worse than one 
which is too wide, When the gap is 
too narrow the valves may he held 
off their seats when the engine is 
hot, Burning gases will burn valves 
and valve seats. Too wide a gap re- 
sults in loss of power, sluggish en- 


gine operaticn and, sometimes, over-|: 


heating under load. Valve grinding 
is seldom neceSsary unless the en- 
gine begins to lack compression, 
Spark plugs need a monthly check. 
Electrodes burn thin, widening the

The breaker points in the distribu- 
tor of a battery-operated system are 
about the only other part likely to 
need attention during the busy~sea- 
son. The rocker arm carrying the 
movable point must turn very freely 
on its pivot or it may stick, causing 
the spring to break. Clearance be- 
tween the points are checked with 
the thickness gauge. If they have 
hecome pitted they should be filed 
with a special file made for the pur- 
pose, and then readjusted. Rapid 
pitting usually is caused by a faulty 
condenser. A new condenser is the 
remedy. 

A less obvious aid in promoting 
trouble-free operation of the tractor 
is care in the handling of fuel and 
lubricating oil. Dirt can just as easily 
get into the cylinders or the crank- 
case in the gasoline or distillate, or 
in the crankcase oil as in any other 
way. If they are kept in 45 gallon 
drums a shed should be provided to 
house them, Placed on stands about 
20 inches above the floor, and fitted 
with faucets, clean fuel and oil are 
assured.

|. WACATIONISTS WARNED 
| AGAINST RAW MILK DANGERS 


The Health League of Canada has 
announced that as part of its year- 
round campaign to obtain compul- 
sory milk pasteurization legislation 
throughout the Dominion, it hopes 
this summer to enlist the aid of re- 
sort operators and vacationists, 

In a message to vacationists, the 
Health League requests them to 
make sure pasteurized milk is ob- 
tainable wherever they plan to spend 
their holidays, while resort operators 
are asked to make sure the milk they 
serve is pasteurized. It is pointed 
out to resort people that if a supply 
of the commercially pasteurized pro- 
duct is not available it is possible to 
make milk safe for human consum- 
tion by “home” pasteurization meth- 
ods. 

The Health League is of the opin- 
ion many urban residents are so ac- 
customed to regular delivery of pas- 
teurized milk to their homes that 
they sometimes fail to realize—or 
forget — that raw milk exists, and 
| that raw milk can contain dangerous 
| disease bacteria’ which can cause 
|such serious illnesses as bovine tu- 
| berculosis, typhoid and para-typhoid 
|fever, undulant fever, diphtheria, 
| scarlet fever and septic sore throat. 
Further, it is the belief of the 
Health League that once resort op- 
erators are really made aware of the 
dangers of raw milk they will put the 
health of their visitors before all 
other considerations and will make 
}sure their milk supplies are pasteur- 
ized. 

On the other hand, as long as some 
vacationists neglect to insist™on pas- 
teurized milk there may be some re- 
sort operators who will continue to 
serve unpasteurized milk. However, 
if customer demand for safe milk 
becomes unanimous, the Health 
League says there soon won't be a 
resort in the nation which will serve 
anything but the pasteurized variety. 

Ontario is the only province with 
a compulsory pasteurization law in 
its statutes, but even in Ontario 
there are rural areas which do not 
come within the law’s provisons be- 
cause of infeasibility.

Scientists Seek 
Cancer Cure 
On New Leads 


Doctor Believes The Root 
Of The May Apple Holds 
The Key To Cancer Control 


BALTIMORE, Md.—A race which 
it is hoped may end in the discovery 
of a cure for cancer is going on in 
the laboratories of the. John Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore. 

Bight scientists, attacking the 
problem from a different approach, 
are working in their laboratories 
tracing down leads, any one of which 
they think may result in a cure, or 
at least the discovery of some treat- 
ment which may halt the progress 
of the dread disease. 

“There is no cure for cancer now,” 
one of them explained. “We are just 
beginning to understand some of the 
phenomena relating to cancer, and 
we hope our studies. will bring an- 
swers to some of the- puzzling ques- 
tions about uricontrolled growth, 
which is characteristic of cancer.” 

One of the eight scientists, Dr. 
Maurice Sullivan, believes the root 
of the may apple may hold one of 
the keys to cancer control. 

Warts Vanish 

Sullivan discovered that the root 
chemically known as ‘“‘podophyllum”’, 
will cause certain warts to disappear 
in two or three days. But the sub- 
stance, he said, is highly toxic and 
cannot be used on cancer without 
endangering the health and comfort 
of patients, 

Sullivan pointed out, however, that 
the drug does inhibit cell division and 
tissue growth, two outstanding char- 
acteristics of cancer. Consequently, 
he wants to develop a substance with 
the same effect on tumors but one 
which is less toxic to the human sys- 
tem. 

Dr. Perrin Long and his associate, 
Dr. Emmanuel Schoenfield, are at- 
tacking cancer from a_ different 
angle. Scores of cancer-killing sub- 
stances are tested in their laboratory 
in an effort to find one which will 
not damage normal tissues. 

So far, several have caused tem- 
porary regressions in various types 
of tumors, but all are so toxic that 
only small dosages can be used. 

‘ Results Uncertain 

But they warn against over-opti- 
mism in connection with their re- 
search. They say: 

“The fact that some chemicals 
show remarkable effects in animals 
is no reason to believe they will be 
effective in humans.’’. 

Animal tissues are being. grown in 
the laboratory of Dr. M. Rosenfeld. 
He is seeking chemicals that stimu- 
late tissue growth on the theory that 
the answer to cancer may lie in 
chemicals made available to body tis- 
sue. As part of his equipment, Dr. 
Resenfeld uses an ultra-centrifuge 
capable of 1,000 revolutions per sec- 
ond to separate molecules by exert- 
ing a pressure of 150,000 times the 
normal force of gravity. 

Cells, one of the smallest subdi- 
visions of living matter, occupy the 
attention of Dr. M. M. Mayer. His 
research is concerned chiefly with the 
findings ‘of a mechanism in cells 
through which antibodies are produc- 
ed to destroy disease-causing agents. 

Studies Glands 

If antibodies are produced against 
eancer cells, Dr. Mayer said, perhaps 
they could be used to detect the dis- 
ease in time for effective treatment. 

Because glands may have some re- 
lationship to cancerous growth, Dr. 
Lawson Wilkins is studying the rela- 
tionship of various glands to growth 
during childhood and adolescence. The 
adrenal gland is of particular inter- 
est to him. 

Dr. I. B. Flexner of the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, who also 
is attached to John Hopkins, has 
made photographs under the micro- 
scope of the growth of the liver and 
brain of guinea pigs to find out what 
factors are concerned with normal 
growth. The pictures show there is 
a critical period during the growth 
of tissue marked by the generation 
of energy. Flexner is seeking what 
causes this energy to be generated, 
how it is stored, and what enzymes 
are responsible for its release to 
cause growth, 

Because only three per cent. of the 
prostatic cancer patients admitted to 
John Hopkins Hospital report early 
enough for operations Dr. William 
W. Scott is seeking a simple test to 
detect cancer before it spreads from 
the prostate to other areas. 

Certain parts of the body are con- 
stantly growing, eVen in adults. The 
hair, nails and skin, for example, 
The cornea of the eye also constantly 
is being renewed. 

Dr. Jonas Friedenwald has been 
studying the rate of growth and in- 
fluence of different conditions on this 
growth rate. He has found that X- 
ray and ultraviolet rays, certain 
chemicals, and dietary deficiencies, 
pos god lack of vitamin A, retard 

coreal growth. He is now trying to 
trace the mechanism of these actions 
to the enzymes of the cells.

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Clothes Moths {Making A Map _—*|Faill: 
Always A Danger 


In most homes the .annual on- 
Slaught against the clothes moths 
will have been done along with the 
spring cleaning. Winter garments 
and surplus bedding will have been 
thoroughly brushed and packed away 
with naphthalene flakes or paradi- 
chlorobenzene crystals, and clothes 
cupboards. treated with a suitable 
spray. 

But only too often one of worst 
breeding places of moths is overlook- 
ed. If there is a hot air furnace, 
there are probably whole colonies of 
moths ready to feed on the lint and 
dust which accumulates in the cool 
air pipes. The gratings over the in- 
lets to these pipes are easily remov- 
ed and a vacuum cleaner with a 
suction attachment will remove the 
lint and dust easily, ‘otherwise, a 
long-handled broom or brush will 
serve. The inside of the pipe should 
then be sprayed as far down and as 
thoroughly as possible. 

Actually the war against moths | 
is seldom won by only a spring cam- 
paign; it should-be kept up through- 
out the summer. Clothes, chair cov- 
ers, upholstery and bedding will be 
subject to attack unless the moths 
still at large are killed. There is no 
real safety for any woollen garments 
or articles until the last moth has 
been destroyed or driven from the 
home.

Dr. Joel Stebbins of the Wash- 
burn Observatory of the University 
of Wisconsin, told a scientific gather- 
ing in Philadelphia the other day 
that the stars are counted in. galax- 
ies, each galaxy like the Milky Way, 
Separated by vast distances. There 
are about 100,000,000 galaxies and

| The Lunch Box | 


The lunch carried from home re- 
quires thought in planning so that it 
will be satisfying, nutritious and ap- 
petizing. The container: weed plays a 
large part in Keeping the lunch in 
good condition. 

The lunch box should be ~ dust- 
proof, well ventilated and easily 
washed. Metal boxes have these ad- 
vantages, and when collapsible they 
are easy to carry home. Some are 
arranged in compartments and are 
equipped with thermos bottles. 

Baskets are not easily cleaned 
and unless the food is well wrapped, 
it dries out quickly. 

Fibre boxes are cheap, but they 
are absorbent and therefore hard to 
keep clean. 

Wax paper, paper napkins, paper 
plates and Containers, paper or col- 
lapsible metal cups, thermos bottles 
and sealtight jars all aid in prepar- 
ing lunches. 

The container should be lined with 
a paper napkin and each article 
wrapped separately in waxed paper, 
and placed in the order in which the 
food will be eaten. Articles should 
be packed compactly so that the food 
cannot be shaken about. 

The lunch box menu should be 
planned to include a substantial food, 
a juicy fruit or vegetable, a simple 
dessert and a beverage. 

SandWiches, which are usually in- 
cluded, should be made from day-old 
bread, which may be Graham, whole 
wheat, rye, rolls or white bread. 

In cutting the bread, arrange the 
slices so that they will fit together. 

Cream the butter or butter substi- 
tute until soft enough to spread 
easily. The butter tends to preyent 
a soft filling from making the bread 
soggy.

The trapper was the late Joseph 
Hermansky, who died suddenly last 
fall. Mr. Nash describes how Mr, 
Hermansky built portions of a dam 
on his trap line on MacLaren’s Creek 
during the day, and the beaver fin- 
ished his work each night. 

So closely did the trapper and the 
beaver work together that Mr. Her- 
mansky finally built just the heavy 
cribbing portions of the dam, confi- 
dent that next morning all the chink- 
ing and filling would be done by the 
beaver, The plan worked and the 
dam still stands.

Doris Dye Writes an Interesting 
Letter about Life in Africa 


S, I, M., Box 14 
Kano, Nigeria, 
July 21, 1948 


Editor Gazette 


Have long intended dropping a 
line you asked or to let you know 
of my arrival in Nigeria and to give 
you my correct address but here it 
is over three months and I’m only 
getting to it now. 

My folks wrote to tell me of your 

inting my prayer letter and the 
Teasonakie price you did it for and 
I do wish to thank you for it, truly 
I do appreciate it. 

I know you as everyone else are 
interested in just what we find out 
here in Africa and just what the 
conditions truly are. However that 
is a vast subject and as yet I feel 
I know very little about it. Being 
placed in one of the largest Mis- 
sion stations a little way from a 
native city and small villages and 
not having the language I have not 
really seen-anything of the native 
life yet. 

Like at thome, prices continually 
go higher and one wonders where 
they will stop. However I was sur- 
prised to see just what one can buy 
out here, sorta thought we'd live on 
rice most of the time but find that 
they grow many vegetables. I be- 
lieve that the troops coming here 
during the war helped to open the 
country up a great deal in that 
way but although they helped they 
did not set a good example in other 
ways, One thing that has struck 
me since coming here and it seems 
it will always ring in my ears is 
the cinniking at the back door 
every morning, The natives come 
around with vegetables, fruit and 
eggs, etc. and you couldn’t buy a 
thing without spending 10 or 15 min. 
bartering with them to get the 
things down to a price where you 
can touch them. ‘That continual 
jaggling at the back door every 
morning gets rather monotonous. 

I was down to the plateau for 5 
days at the end of June to attend 
a wedding and since the bride 
comes from Olds, I. thought that 
you would be interested in having 
a write-up of an African wedding 
for your paper so will try to give 
it to you briefly. 

(The wedding mentioned appeared 
in the Gazette last week.) 

No doubt you will have to change 
the wording somewhat etc, as I’m 
not much for making write ups but 
thought it would. be of interest to 
you and your readers, I was sur- 
prised at what a lovely wedding one 
could have out here and I have 
never seen a prettier one at home: 

The plateau was lovely and so 
much cooler than up here at Kano 
where it gets extremely hot. How- 
ever the rainy seson is here now and 
we do get a bit of relief. Even yet 
though if it isn’t raining it is hotter 


than at home ‘during the warmest 
season.

COMING YEAR 

John Strachey, British Minister 
of food says that he expects world 
wheat prices to fall-much further 
and faster during the: next six 
months, 

He mentioned that the price that 
Britain woud pay Canada for the 
wheat in the 1948-49 crop year is 
to be $2.00 q@ busehl and said that 
negotiations on the 1949-50 crop 
year price would be undertaken be- 
fore the end of this calendar year. 

Thomas Williams, minister of 
agriculture for the United Kingdom 
says the government has plans to 
increase the country’s arable area 
from 9,400,00 acres to 11,500,00 
acres by 1951, He stated that the 
government’s policy would be to 
produce as much food as possible 
from Britein’s farms. The nation 
cannot afford to import food any- 
thing like the scale possible in the 
pre-war days. 

Under the British agreement 
Canada wil supply 140,000,000 bus- 
hels of wheat at $2.00 a bushel dur- 
ing the 1948-49 crop year. A simi- 
lar volume of wheat will be sup- 
plied in the 1949-50 crop year and 
as Mr, Strachey stated, the price 
wil] have to be negotiated before the 
end of 1948. The agreement contains 
a clause which states that in any 
such negotiations consideration will 
be given to any difference between 
world prices and the Canada- Uni- 
ted Kingdom wheat agreement price 
in past years, 

The situation would suggest that 
the agreement price for 1949-50 
should be higher than the $2.00 a 
bushel being paid this year.

THE CROP PICTURE AS 
REPORTED BY WHEAT POOL 

With some weather luck from now 
to the end of the season, Alberta 
could produce a wheat crop near 
that of last year’s 103,000,000 bus- 
hels, To do so widespread filling 
rains are required and frost free 
period extending well into Septem- 
ber. 

There is a wide variation in the 
provincial crop area. In the extreme 
south a good crop is in prospect 
and harvesting fall rye’ has start- 
ed. In east Central Alberta seat- 
tered shower shave improved the 
situation but the crop will be small 
a few points anticipating yields as 
low as 3 bushels an acre. In crop 
district 6 extending eastward from 
Calgary rain is needed, In Central 
Alberta crops are as good or better 
than they were at this time last 
year. In north central and in thea 
north eastern parts of the province 
crops have made a good come-back 
but earier drouth has redu ed the 
es\imated yields. 

The-Peace River Region is well 
supplied with moisture and the crop 
growth is rapid, 

The provinicial wheat acreage of 

3.°59,0000 acres is down 375,000 from 
last year, 
On Tuesday afternoon and even- 
ing of July 27th, widesppread rains 
fell across central and southern 
Alberta and the area east from 
Calgary which was badly in need of 
a moisture received the heaviest 
all. 

Croys.in the immediate vicinity 
of Olds are good but to the south 
east, moisture wag badly needed and 
although rain fell in that area on 
Tuesday it is feared tht it may 
have come too late to help the crops, 

Hajl fell-on Tuesday over a wide 
area to the north and west of town 
and reports from 25 to 100 per 
cent damage with the greatest con- 
centration of damage seemingly just 
on the hill to the east of thie 
Dog Pound river.
